SOLDIER SHOT 
AT CURRAGH 


SECOND MAN 
WOUNDED 


Mystery surrounds the death of a 
soldier and the severe wounding of 
another, which occurred at the Curragh 
on Sunday afternoon. The dead man 
is Private William Kinsella, whose 
home address is given as in Dublin, and 
age was stated to be eighteen years and 
eleven months. The wounded man, who 
is progressing favourably, is Private 
Aidan Crowe. whose home address is 
Ballyshane, Wells, Enniscorthy. 
The two soldiers were members of a 
guard on Sunday, and about 12.35 p.m.

In the 
front of the right go Eo there was 
an oval bullet wound, li inches by 
three-quarters of an inch. It was 
blackened around the edge, and the 
tissues in the neighbourhood were 
reddened and m ch torn, The surface 
of the right lon, was bruised. The 
bullet had passed through the shoulder 
blade and out through a smaller hole. 
The case was unusual in that the 
entrance wound was large. This only 
occurred when the muzzle of the rifle 
was held against the body .or the 
clothes when the shot was fired.

20,000 TONS OF SEED

in the winter. Actually, no table 
potatoes are allowed out of the 
country, and the amount of seed which 
has been purchased is not in excess

The reserve of seed which is being 
held for the home market this year is 
greater than usual, because of the 
possible extension of production next 
season, and no Arran Chief, Kerr's 
Pinx, Golden Wonder or British Queen 
seed can be cxporied. 
In this trade the Irish producer is 
competing against the Scottish 
growers, but the quality of the Trish 
seed now excels that produced by its 
competitors, although a few years back 
Scotfish seed was neitg imported here. 
The change about is due to the suit- 
ability of.our bogland and the free- 
dom from virus diseases, while the 
methods of inspection in this country 
have been proved most effective.

Last week I thought of such a res- 
taurant meal merely as a memory of 
days that are past. To-day it was set 
before me in Belfast, a city in which 
the wounds of war have bealed, leav- 
ing only the scars, a city which brings 
tothe minds of Twenty-six County in- 
the thought of fairly 
drastic food rationing. Restaurants in 
Belfast are less lackadaisical than 
those of Dublin, and only include on 
their menus the items with which they 
can supply you.

The fourth morning out and the 
skipper was anxious.

The 
bulk of it looked impressive enough at 
close quarters, but it was needed for a 
city of nearly three-quarters of a 
million people, and one barge load 
would hardly do for two families for 
the winter, if there were no coal or 
wood to go with it. 

Suddenly Curly howled from the 
cabin top, “ Here’s that so-and-so,” 
and I saw all the Skipper’s fears of 
the morning return to his face. I 
looked in front and could see nothing 
more than another turf barge. But it 
turned out to be a particular barge, a 
girthy, bosomy woman of a thing that 
needed all the canal for herself. We 
passed over an aqueduct before we 
actually came to her as she waddled 
towards us. The Mary Jane was 
steered as close to the side as the 
shelving .bottom of the canal allowed, 
and this oncoming unshapelmess did 
likewise, San ( The nose of the 
Mary Jane got half-way along the fat 
side when the friction of her steel 
against the wood of the other boat 
became too great and we were held. 
Slowly both boats backed off, the 
wooden one retreating to find a wider 
part of the canal, and again we tried 
to pass, and again they embraced. This 
loving-kindness performance went on 
for half-an-hour, and another boat on

to be let through before we could try | 
agam. At last a suitably wide way was 
found, and we passed each other with- 
out even touching. An irate man 
stood on the stern of the other boat 
and swore that he would complain to 
the Canal Company that their en- 
gineers’ department was asleep. How- 
ever, I reflected that it would need an 
engineer and dredger (or “ drudger,”’ 
as the boatsmen call her) on every 
couple of miles to keep the silt from 
shifting to the centre of the canal. The 
boats keep the channel fairly free, and 
where exceptional difficulty is found in 
ssing the 'drudger '” can do a good 
job of widening. We passed a strip 
that day where the banks were lined 
with the light grey mud which had 1 
been transferred from the bottom to 
the marge. . 
Following the anxiety of this inci- 
dent, I had leisure to look around, and 
the Skipper pointed 'out a castle on the 
bank with chimneys arranged m three 
groups, with three, two and one in 
each group. The castle was once the 
centre of a siege, he told me, in which 
a large number of British. soldiers were 
killed. The password ‘at the castle 
gates was ' Three, two and one,” from 
the chimneys. A rather obvious one, 
I thought, but, perhaps, that was the 


strength of it. 
A THRESHING 
This day was 


“the real thing.” 
Cloudless sky, warm sg shine, iad a 
light breeze. At the 31st lock there 
was another threshing in progress, 
with all the bustle around the farm- 
house that goes with the season s great 
day. And in a field beemle the haggard 
two big heaps of chaff were rapidly 
growing bigger. 

We passed through Pullock Bog, 
which years ago was the home of 
poteen-makers. Then a swamp almost 
as bad as the Everglades of Florida, 
1, was almost impenetrable as far as 
the police were concerned, and the 
“mountain dew’’ was captured in 
home-made stills at the rate of about 
one still to the acre. This went on 
merrily until ten soldiers, who had no 
tradition of poteen drinking behind 
them, obviously, got so drunk that 
several people were seriously injured 
in the celebrations, and a police comb- 
out followed. Since that time the bog 
has been drained. 


FEATURED IN DAIL

Later we came to Turraun Bog, 
which, with Lullymore, has featured 
in many a Dail debate.

The bog 
stretched as far as I could see, with 
millions and untold millions of tons of 
turf, and here at its verge were these 
little mounds that were no more than 
the dust shaken off the edge of that 
vast carpet. Any attempt that went 
on, not excluding the machine winning 
we hear about (which really produces 
excellent fuel), seemed. in the presence 
of that mighty source, as practical as 
gardening with a dinner fork. Multi- 
ply present efforts by ten, which could 
have been done by now if the start 
had been made at the right time, and 
you would still only have changed your 
dinner fork for a child's seaside spade, 
but with that you might till enough to 
grow your cabbages. The machine- 
winning at present is but the very 
thin edge of the wedge, but it seems 
the right wedge.

BANK CHARGES 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sir,—May I add my small — 
against the new bank charges, through 
the medium of your paper, although, 
in these times, one cannot have much 
hope that such protests, most of them 
from far more important people, will 
have any influence. The “' dictator 
spirit’’ seems to have permeated so 
much into business and political life. 

There is one aspect of the matter 
which I have not seen commented jpon 
which surely has an important NEE 
from the banks’ point of view; or, ' 
mentioned, I have not come across it. 

For instance, in the case of compara- 
tively small accounts, like my own, I 
shall, of course, limit my “' transac- 
tions ” as much ag possible. I have 
four accounts, chietly for convenience ; 
I pay chiefly by cheque, also’ for con- 
venience in shon “cá accounts; | 
lodge ajl moneys I receive, however 
small, and make, as a rule, one or 
more lodgments per week; these 
amount to roughly £10 to £60, the 
total in one month reaching £200 to 
£250. I draw cheques for general 
payments in the same way, £20 to £30 
at a time, perhaps, a couple of times 
per week, with occasional larger sums, 
as I have money for administration. 

Under the new scheme, I propose to 
close two of my accounts; to draw a 
large cheque at the beginning of the 
mouth (say, about £200), and I shall 
leave my lodgments until the. middle 
or end of the month; therefore, the 
bank will be without the use of m 
withdrawn £200 and, say, £200 lodged. 
a total of £400 for the beat part of 
the month. Surely this will leave the 
bank ‘‘poorer’’ for that period than it 
would be were it to deal with the costs 
of my four accounts? 

If large firms and sums of money 
are involved, it seems to me that the 
banks tend to lose on the transaction, 
apart from another possibility—drivin 
people back. to “the hidden stocking.” 

There is a surprising number of 
people, especially in this country, 
‘‘ suspicious’ of banks, preferring to 
have their cash literally in their own 
hands; of late years they have been, 
and are being, weaned from this habit 
and encouraged to confide, personally 
and financially, in the banks, but I 
fear this confidence will now get a 
severe set-back '~Yours, etc.,

Help for Russia 


- One of the most significant gatherings of 
modern times is being held in Moscow at 
present. It is a conference between repre- 
sentatives of the British Empire, the | 
United States of America, and Soviet 
Russia. A year ago—even six months ago 
—such a meeting would have been re- 
garded as impossible; yet the fact is that 
official spokesmen of the three nations 
have foregathered in the Russian capita! 
in order to discuss ways and means 
whereby the two “ plutocratic ’’ democracies 
can give materia] assistance to the Soviets. 
The importance of the occasion is illus- 
trated by the personnel of the delegations. 
The British Empire’s principal delegate 
is Lord Beaverbrook, a capitalist par 
excellence, whose own career constitutes a 
remarkable example of the value of 
private enterprise. President Roosevelt 
has nominated Mr. Averell Harriman to 
represent the United States, and his name 
alone is sufficient to indic&te the character 
of the American mission. To do him 
justice, it must be admitted that Monsieur 
Stalin also has decided to ‘‘play ball 
with the much maligned capitalists. - His 
principal delegate at the conference is 
Monsieur Molotoff, who, with. Herr von 
Ribbentrop, was responsible for the 
Russo-German pact of 1939; but it is of 
interest to note that the official Russian 
interpreter is Monsieur Litvinoff, whose 
removal from power some years ago Was 
the prelude to the Russo-German 
rapprochement. The object of this con- 
ference 1s purely practical. Russia is in 
need of certain equipment—tanks, air- 
craft, armoured vehicles of all kinds; 
Great Britain and the United States are 
in a position to supply her. There no 
longer any question of ideological 
differences. Herr Hitler's decision to 
attack the Soviets has settled that 
problem, at all events, “ for the duration. ' 
Great Britain and Russia now are sworn 
allies.. The President of the United States 
has pledged himself to give them all 
possible assistance “short of war”; and 
the purpose of the gathering in Moscow 
is, in the first instance, to devise a system 
by means of which the greatest amount of 
British and American aid can be brought 
to the Russian armies in the shortest 
possible space of time. 

. There is no doubt that, as matters stand 
at present, the Russians are bearing the 
full brunt of the German attack. For 
more than three months they have sur- 
prised the world by the strength of their 
resistance; and, although the Germans 
have made substantial progress in the 
territorial sense, there still is no sign of a 
Russian collapse. Terrific fighting still is 
in progress from the Baltic to the Black 
Sea. Leningrad is withstanding a siege 
with a tenacity that already has outshone 
the defence Madrid. The fall of 
Russia’s second city has been imminent 
for some weeks past. There have been 
appalling losses on the side of attackers 
and defenders alike; yet Leningrad still 
is in Russian hands. Further south, 
according to the Russian bulletins, which 
are almost as lapidary in their style as 
those of the German General von Stein 
in the last war, the Germans also are 
being held in the region of Poltava, some 
seventy miles to the south-west of Kharkov. 
Still farther south, the Russians claim to 
have annihilated two Rumanian infantry 
brigades; and in the Crimean sector, 
where General von Rundstedt is hurling 
masses of reserves into the narrow bottle- 
neck near the Perekop Isthmus, the 
Russian defenders seem still to be holding 
their own. It is impossible at this stage 
to say whether or not the Russians will 
be able to hold out over the winter. The 
Germans are straining every nerve to force 
a decision before the really bad weather 
sets in. They undoubtedly are superior in 
organisation. They have a decided advan- 
tage in respect of transport, and it is 
more than likely that they have the 
measure of the Russians in the air. On 
the other hand, the Russians have almost 
unlimited reserves. Contrary to all cx- 
pectations, their moral is excellent, and 
their equipment is far better than anybody ; 
in Western Europe believed it to be. If 
the British and Americans can guarantee 
a steady supply of tanks and aircraft, 
there seems to be no particular reason why 
the Russians should not be able to hold 
out for an almost indefinite period. 
Naturally, there are all sorts of diffi- 
culties in the way—difficulties mainly of 
transport; but men of the stamp of Lord 
Beaverbrook and Mr. Harriman are not 
likely to be deflected from their purpose 
by any matter of mere mechanics. Some 
time must elapse before Anglo-American 
aid can begin to play anything like a 
decisive part in the Russian campaign. 
In the meanwhile many things may 
happen. Evidently the British are making 
full preparations to meet a fresh German 
offensive in the Middle East. A common 
front already has been established with 
the Russians in Iran, and there is small 
doubt that arrangements are being made 
for a common defence of the Caucasus.

Children's Meals 


The ordinary school-child works from 
approximately 9.30 a.m. to approximately 
ó or 5.30 p.m., and gets half-an-hour 
playtime in between. Half-an-hour is not 
enough, or anything like enough. Anybody 
who knows children, or has watched 
children, will realise that the conventional] 
half-hour does nothing but harm to the 
children. Nine out of ten of them bolt the 
food which they have brought in a brown- 
paper parcel, regarding it as an un- 
pleasant preliminary which must be got 
over before they can go out to play; and 
it is hardly surprising that those nine out 
of ten suffer from indigestion, or what- 
ever the equivalent of indigestion 
among children of tender years. In point 
of fact, the problem of the school-child 
has a very grave concern for everybody 
to-day. How is he—or she—to be fed 
when the question of feeding the entire 
community becomes a matter of prime im- 
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med schools. permit children to 
premises ; the great majority compels the 
pupils to carry on with their studies until 
3, 3.30 or 4 p.m., and then dismisses them 
for a stale and belated meal at home. 
In this respect our country is “far 
behind most of the nations of Europe. 
A time is approaching when the entire 
community must consult cheapness— 
must look for any and every means 
of saving fuel. It-is recognised that most 
of the city’s adults will be prepared to 
obtain their dinner at one community 
restaurant or another—and thereby will 
effect something between 80 and ‘90 per 
cent. of a saving of fuel. Must this saving 
be offset by a wastage on the children’s 
dinners? Is it reasonable that the com- 
munity should suffer because a limited 
class—the teachers—are anxious to be rid 
of their duties at 3.30 p.m. rather than 
4.30 p.m.? We trust not. The teachers 
also have a burden to bear, and a redis- 
tribution of their hours can be no great 
hardship. One supposes that the welfare 
of the children is their chief concern. If 
so, the school hours must be so arranged 
that the children will have a full hour, 
or an hour and a half, in which to yo 
home for dinner—a dinner provided from 
the community restaurant—and then wil! 
return to school for the afternoon session. 
This is the system that prevails in en- 
lightened countries. It is, as we under- 
stand, the system for which the Joint 
Committee of Women’s Societies andl 
Social Workers appealed a few days ago, 
and it is the system in which anybody 
who contemplates a healthy Ireland must 
believe to-day.

Stockings 
Nowadays, when a woman in Great 


Britain or Northern Ireland contemplates 
the purchase of a pair of stockings, silk 
or otherwise, she must, weigh carefully its 
clothing coupon value and determine 
whether or not her ration might be 
utilised more usefully. In the twenty- 
six counties there is no rationing of clothes 
and no apparent shortage of women’s 
stockings. Prices have shown a slight 
increase, however, and the custom of 
colouring the legs with a solution which 
looks like a cross between sunburn and 
silk has spread from across the Channel. 
It must be fifteen to twenty years since 
a sudden increase in the price of silk 
stockings caused many young women to 
abandon the use of stockings of any sort, 
except in the coldest days of winter; and, 
while that fashion soon passed its heyday, 
the cult of the bare leg did not lose all 
its adherents. The popularity of “hiking” 
spread subsequently, and the unstockinged 
limb again became familiar, especially in 
the summer-time. In some circles the view 
was taken that a leg without a stocking 
lacked dignity, and the British Civil 
Service seems to have had an order that 
stockings were deemed to be an essential 
part of costume for official purposes. The 
junior writing assistant and female staff 
officer, upon their return from. Brighton, 
Blackpool, Margate or Clacton-on-Sea, had 
to cover up the limbs upon which the sun 
had smiled during the summer vacation; 
for obviously it was not in the tradition 
of tho Service that those limbs should be 
permitted to cause within the confines of 
Whitehall the flutters of excitement that 


they might have aroused along the 
promenades of the seaside resorts. With 
the rationing of clothes the official 


attitude has changed. There is no point 
in demanding that a girl must wear 
stockings if she cannot get them. 
| Furthermore, a very delicate situation 
might arise if an official board or com- 
mittee had to meet to determine whether 
or not a girl was wearing stockings or 
one of the woad solutions that now are 
being used as a substitute. In the circum- 
stances, the Service, has done the wise 
thing, and decided that stockings no 
longer are deemed an essential part of 
costume for official purposes. In Eire the 
question does not arise. In Merrion street 
and the Customs House the officials are 
occupied with more serious things than 
little girls’ legs. If a woman civil servant 
wants to wear stockings, she may do so; 
if she does not, it is entirely her own 
affair. It seems, however, that, if she 
works in a public branch of the Service, 
a deep tone of sunburn or a coat of woad 
that looks like the real thing is the least 
that is expected. of her. 


“Oh, Oh, Antonio!” 


According to Associated Press 
message from Arizona, a gentleman 
with the astonishing name of Antonio 
P a pth eodorokoumountourogianakopoulos 
has appeared on the scene, claiming that 
he has one of the longest names in the 
world. Few, we feel, will venture to 
dispute his claim; but the report in the 
newspapers may cause many people who 
have taken their names for granted from 
the time when they were christened to stop 
and consider the subject. The average 
man, in the normal course of events, is 
content to abide by his parents’ decision 
in the matter of his own name, and it 
does not occur to him to question anybody 
else’s ; except on rare occasions, when, for 
example, a baby is born into the house- 
hold, or some member of the family 
arrives home with a domestic animal under 
his arm, the question does not arise. The 
actor may substitute Keith for Paddy and 
Sutherland for Foley ; the nationalist may 
decide to write Breathnach instead of 
Walsh and Cathal instead of Charles; the 
suburban snob may favour the spelling 
Smythe rather than Smith and Sara 
rather than Sarah; but the much-maligned 
man-in-the-street does not bother about 
such nonsense. Those who have made a 
study of what is in a name are by no 
means of the one opinion. Shakespeare 
inclines to the view that a rose by any 
other name would smell as sweet. Shaw, 
on his own modest admission, the ‘‘ next 
best thing to Shakespeare,” feels that by 
any other name the rose might smell twice 
as sweet; who will forget Cusens’s im- 
passioned words, ' Would any man with 
the name of Adolphus—any man called 
Dolly—object to changing his name?’ 
Antonio—if we may be familiar for the 
sake of convenience—belongs, no doubt, to

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AN IRISHMAN'S DIARY 


In the Harbour 


Summer-like as the weather recently has 
been, Dun Laoghaire Harbceur, so colour- 
ful all the summer with its sixty or 
seventy yachts, has in the course of the 
last week or ten days taken upon itself a 
bleak and wintry cloak. Nearly all the 
yachts are now “on the hard,” and the 
dockyard in Old Dunleary is for the 
moment a hive of industry. 

The liveliest sport of the year was, 
strangely enough, provided by the 21- 
footers, a class now neariy forty years old. 
They were designed in 1903 by Alfred 
Myline, who saw five boats built in the 
class in the first vear. In the next few 
years two more boats were added, and, 
despite vicissitudes during the intervening 
years, the original seven boats are together 
again in Dun Laoghaire fighting their 
way with great keenness and good sports- 
manship twice weekly over the Dublin Bay 
courses. 

During the season it has not been 
uncommon for the first four or five boats 
to finish within sixty seconds of each 
other. 

They are, of course, cutter-rigged, with 
mainsail, topsail, stavsail and jib, and, 
whatever may be said in favour of the 
more modern and, if you like, handier 
Bermudian rig, these forty-vear-old boats 
are a joy to handle. They are fast, ex- 
cellent in going to windward. and with 
seagoing qualities well suited to the squalls 
and chops that are not unusual in heavy 
weather in the bay. 


The Battle of the Rigs 


In the controversy which is revived from 
time to time in the yachting magazines 
questioning the degree of superiority of 
the Bermudian over the older gaff rig, I 
wonder has any of the experts ever quoted 
the Punctilio, the 25-Footer, sailed so 
keenly and so successfully to-day, and for 
well over a quarter of a century, by that 
doyen of Dublin yachtsmen, Mr. J. B. 
Stephens. 

Here she was this summer (she must be 
nearly fifty years old) holding her own 
in the cruiser class, never receiving more 
than two or three minutes from the scratch 
boat, the big Bermudian-rigged Marama, 
superbly sailed by Mr. Harald Osterberg, 
a helmsman of continental fame.

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THE EVE OF KIPPUR 


O-NIGHT at half-past six is the 
| eve of Yom Kippur, the Jewish 
Day of Atonement. From sun- 
down, neither food nor drink of any 
sort is taken for approximately twenty- 
six hours. Prayers begin to-night, 
and continue all day to-morrow, with 
only one very brief recess. In old 
communities on the continent it was 
the custom for the ba pious to re- 
main all night in the synagogue, 
illumined with. candles in memory of 
the dead, reciting psalms till daybreak. 
This is a season in which a spirit 
of contrition blends with optimism: 
after the ten penetential days of pre- 
aration a festal mood of trust in 
Divine compassion underlies the 
atmosphere of the Service. . 

It is also known, colloquially, as 
Kol Nidrei night, called after the 
ancient Aramic prayer oe the 
Absolution of Vows, with which the 
fast day begins. The making of vows 
in ancient Israel became at one time 
almost a routine, so tha the 
Pentateuchal code found .it necessary 
to protest against the excessive 
estimate of their religious value. This 
gave rise to the desire for dispensation, 
as well as to the rite of absolution 
from a vow. From the dialectics of 
the medieval schools right down to 
the foundation of Reform Congrega- 
tions in America, this prayer has been 
the subject of a corpus of polemical 
and controversial literature. 


PECULAR FASCINATION 


Much more than the Chaldaic text 
itself, has the tune of Kol Nidrei a 
yetuliar fascination. The version best 
sane to the public is the arrange- 
ment for violoncello by Max Bruch. 
This has been frequently heard in 
Ireland on the concert hall. But “ach 
school of chazonoth (i.¢., cantorship) 
has its own traditional rendering. 
There is an Italian tradition as well as 
a Gregorian one. a 

The very opening of the composition 
hegins with what masters of Catholic 
plainsong call a “ pneuma, or soul- 
breath. The familiar opening used to 
be a declamatory monotone, until, in 
9 moment of strong emotion, some 
ancient cantor of Southern Germany 
prefixed along, sighing tone, falling to 
a lower note, and rising again, as‘ if 
only sighs and sobs could find utter- 
ance, before the officiant could bring 
himself to inaugurate the dread Day of 
Aionement. 

In his essay on the history of the 
melody Dr. Frederick T. Haneman 
writes: “ The strath, in either form, 
must obviously date from the early 
medieval period, anterior to the 
eleventh century, when the practice 
and theory of the singing school of St. 
Gall, by which such typical passages 
were evolved, influenced all music in 
those French and German Jands where 
the melody of Kol Nidrei took shape.” 


; 


INSPIRATION OF ART 


Be that as it may, the Kol Nidrei 
has a tremendous emotional appeal also 
for people of other faiths—the awe and 
solemnity with which it is pronounced, 
the beauty and pathos of the threefold 
chant, the idea, intrinsically moving, 
of a tormented and scattered nation in 
all four corners of the earth being 
fused at that one moment into its re- 
cital—these aspects of the occasion 
have inspired the Jewish artistic 
genius. You will find its sanctity, in 
modern terms, portrayed in Louis 
Golding’s novel, “ The Day of Atone- 
ment’’; hy Yiddish fictionists like 
Sholem Asch; in the writings of 
Edmond Fleg, in France; you will de- 
tect its inflience in the swelling an- 
cestral themes in Alexander Biloch’s 
music; in the paintings of Isaador 
Kauffman; in the romanticism of 
ghetto-literature, and, where the 
screen has monopolised the telling of 
a story, in the several popularised ver- 
sions of the Fast. Side ‘‘ movie,”’ in 
which the rabbi’s son becomes. a 
crooner, and vice versa, from “ Humo- 
resgue to ‘'The Jazz Singer, the high 
ght of poignancy being a sequence 
enacted in the Synagogue itself! 

This is the one date in the Jewish 
Year to which orthodox and unorthodox 
alike show a consistent fidelity: what- 
ever exigencies might put the calendar 
out of focus, whatever perils, dilemmas, 
pogroms, in peace or war, the awesome 
fast has been tenaciously observed. 

There hangs on the walls of some 
Jewish homes a treasured old colour- 
print, depicting dramatically the Fast- 
day Service being observed in the year 
1870 by Jewish units of the Prussian 
Army on a section of the battiefield in 
front of Metz. Crowds of uniformed 
soldiers, — spiked helmets, form 
a ring around the chaplain, dressed in 
his praying-shawl. He, facing the east; 
stands before the raised Holy Ark of 
the Covenant, lit candles to each side, 
while in the background batteries are 
shown in the act of shellmg the burn- 
ing town across the river. The print 
is captioned: 

Hahben wir nicht Alle einen Vater? 


Hat uns micht Alle ein Gott 
geschaffen? 
-—a picture which for its dramatic 


under-currents offers certain analogies 
with that Irish painting, “‘Recital of 
the Mass m Penal Times.’’ 


IN MOSAIC TIMES 


Of all the days consecrated to re- 
ligion, the great Day of Atonement 
was, in Biblical times, the iu 
one, and it was also the only fast day 
rescribed by; the law. ‘The Jews, as 
Dillinger points out (‘‘ ‘The Gentile 
and the Jew,’” Vol, IL), called it simply 
“the day” (ha-yom). It was a day 
of untversal expiation of the great num- 
ber of those sins of the people, which 
were either unknown or left un- 
redeemed, for which no special sin- 
offering had been brought. Thus it was 
a day of profound sorrow for common 
guilt and sinfulness, in which all had 
share, high-priests, priests, and people, 
and in which all stood m need of 
explation. 

Twice on this day did the high-priest 
enter the Holy of Holies,. which was 
on all other times closed-to him as 
well as to the people. He was then. 
to sacrifice two victims—the bull: 
appomted to be offered by himself, and 
the he-goat slain for the people. As 
there was no Ark of the Coverant in 
the Holy of Holies, he sprinkled the 
blood towards the roof and the floor, 
seven times in all. Then laying his 
hands on the head of a second he-goat, 
and thus transferring to it the sins of 
the people, he had it led away to the 
desert, where it was let loose. The 
fiesh of the sin-offering was burnt out- 
side the city. 

e place of the scapecoat, and its 
idealogical significance in primitive 
communities, hardly concerns us here. 
According to Dr. Kohler, Rabbi of the 
Temple Beth-El in New York, “ the 
sacrificial atonement, based ‘as it was 
on the symbolic offering of life for life, 
assumed a more awful meaning than 
we to-day imagine se.” 


DESTRUCTION OF THE 
TEMPLE 


Jews date their Exile, the period of 
the Diaspora, as it is known, from 
the national catastrophe, the destruc- 
tion of the Temple. Since then, the 
whole Temple ritual has been inter- 
preted symbolically, and more stress 
has been laid on the fasting, the 
prayers and the supplication, to which 
the people devote the whole day en- 
treating pardon for their sins and im- 
ploring mercy from God, . Throughout 
the Psalms, sincere repentance ‘and 
prayer form the essentials of atone- 
meut, Prayer is “as incense,’ and “as 
ihe evening sacrifice.” Later the dis- 
putant rabbinic schools, after, much 
wrangling, divided on various issues, 
a schism resulting in which one group 
assigned to the whole idea of sin and 
purgatiqn a sort of apocalyptic 
character; but with the evolution of 
the Synagogue, the Day of Atonement 
kegan to assume its high | spiritual 


liturgical whole. 
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he Year. “And the service’ to-day 


recalls reason why a scattered 
people, from their land, are pre- 
vented from ‘‘carrying out our obliga- 
tions’’ as ordained by the Scriptures. 


THEOLOGICAL IDEAS 


The whole idea underlying atone- 
ment, according to the rabbinic view, 
is regeneration; restoration of the 
original state of man in relatién to 
his Maker. First, by repentance—the 
outward confession of sins; an expres- 
sion of shame, self-reproach, and con- 
trition. (The Hebrew word, T’shurah, 
penitence, etymologically “a return- 
ing,” describes Sin in Jewish thought 
as a ‘‘departure ” from the Divine. 
Sin is divided into two categories, 
First, Sin of Man against his Creator ; 
secondly, against his fellow-man. It 
is an emphatic doctrine of the sages 
that retribution must take place before 
pardon for a transgression of the 
second kind can be earned. 

Hand in hand with repentance goes 
prayer. Prayer ‘‘ takes the place of 
sacrifice,” says the Psalmist. With 
these, as a rule, is connected charity. 
The Hebrew word Zeddkah (Charity) 
implies more than an act of grace, or 
pity, or mere alms-giving—these are 


ordinary duties—but' an act of 
Bhan intrinsic righteousness 
of being. 


One of the solemn moments of the 
present day Synagogue Service is an 
invocation by the Cantor and the con- 
gregation in chorus of the Talmudic 
doctrine which says: “ Prayer and 
Charity and Repentance—these three 
together avert the evil of the decree.”’ 
The “‘decree’’ alluded to being, of 
course, the verdict passed by the 
Supreme Judge in the Book of Life, 
opened ten days ago, on the New Year. 


THE LITURGY 


Glancing through the large prayer- 
book for this occasion one is impressed 
by the components that go to make a 
It rather resembles 
an anthology of all known poetical and 
prose literature in Hebrew or Aramaic 
connected with the Atonement Idea. 
Ard the forms in which the language 
orcurs, vary as much as do the styles 
employed, as well as its coloration, 
etymology and authorship. 

There are Kaliric verses of the eighth 
cegtury, religious poems by Ibn Gabirol 
—that outstanding mind of the Spanish 
rolden Era of Hebrew letters; prayers 
and piyutim by the medieval mystics; 
coutributors anonymous or half-known; 
there are selected Psalms of David 
besides relics of the Levitical Service; 
writings of Mushallam Ben Kalonymus, 
a French scholar, and notable anti- 
Maimonidean of the twelfth century— 
and an acrostical prayer attributed to 
Yom Tob, a liturgical poet who 
suffered martyrdom in the massacre of 
York in 1189, 


TO-MORROW’S SERVICE 


_ Although the smaller synagogues find 
it difficult to seat their whole 
gregations on this day, accommodation 
will usually be found for visitors.

the d are reformulated. This portion 
ends .h a proclamation of the unity 
of God, and the triumphal shout 
repeated seven times—‘' The Lord, He 
is God!" as a climacteric of the day. 

Finally, at about 7.45 p.m., the 
Shofar (Ram’s Horn) is sounded, 


bringing the devotions to an end, when 
the Ark is closed and the fast is over.

TURF-CUTTING 
HELPS MUSEUM 


FINDS, ANCIENT AND . 
MODERN 


Turf-cutting in Ireland has led to a 
number of interesting discoveries. Mr. 
Michael Duignan, of the Antiquities 
Division of the National Museum, said 
that during recent months numerous 
objects of historical interest had been 
received, and would, in due course, be 
on view in the museum. Most of the 
bog finds are of wood, and some of 
them react the museum in bad cond!- 
tion and have to be treated and 
restored. 

All the turf areas have yielded dis- 

coveries. A series of large wooden, 
round-bottomed domestic vessels was 
found in a bog at Shasmiore, County 
Leitrim, in June last. The objects were 
comparatively modern, being between 
200 and 300 years old. 
In July last a handsome bronze hang- 
ing bowl and two wooden buckets, with 
decorated bronze hoops and handles, 
all of medieval design, were discovered 
in Derreen, County Clare, and the Royal 
Trish Academy recently purchased a 
magnificent Bronze Age gold fibula 
from Lisadrone, County Mayo. A bog 
in Modeshill, County Tipperary, also 
yielded a gold fibula (Bronze Age). 

Among other acquisitions by the 
National Museum is the valuable Morris 
collection of Irish antiquities. 

The National Museum acknowledges 
donations of folk objects illustrating 
Irish folk-life and crafts from the 
following :—The Irish Folklore Commijs- 
sion, the Country Shop, the Country 
Workers, Ltd.; the Irish Homespun 
Society. 

Mr. Daniel O'Shaughnessy recently 
presented the museum with a fine 
encrusted burial urn of the late Bronze 
Age found in Kilfinane, County Lime- 
rick,

CANADIANS LEAVE 
TRANSPORT 


VESSEL “DIRTY AND 
UNTIDY ” 


OTTAWA, Monday—British, 
Canadian, Australian, and New Zea- 
land airmen walked off a troop trans- 
port at an East coast Canadian 


conditions under which they would 
have to live while crossing the 
Atlantic, according to a Canadian Air 
Ministry statement. 

A Canadian sergeant pilot, in an 
interview, said that 1,000 men walked 
off the — and 200 of them marched 
to the embarkation dépét and refused 
to go on board. The men were 
“jammed in like  sardines,’’ the 
sergeant added, ‘‘400 men being 
supposed to sleep in one room,” with 
only 10 wash basins. The sleeping 
equipment was too dirty to sleep on.” 
Some men pushed the guard aside as 
they walked off the ship, while others 
went down ropes. They were brought 
before a military Court: of Inquiry. 

Mr. C. G. Power, Canadian Minister 
for Air, announced that this ship 
arrived from overseas with a large con- 
tingent of airmen. Commenting on 
the action of the men, he said :— 
‘There need be no fear of any repeti- 
tion of this unfortunate ó ward 
which the tides oí war, accident, the 
weather and errors of human judgment 
combined to provoke.’’ The ship was 
“dirty and untidy.” She had been 
half-way round the world, but. 
apparently, was all the Admiralty had 
available. “We recognise that there 
were grounds for complaint about the 
accommodation,” Mr. Power con- 
tinued, “ but we cannot sympathise 
with the means of expressing it.”' 

““The conduct of the men, aside from 


their firm refusal to sail in the ship, | 


was exemplary, which was taken into 
account when the men were disciplined 
by a reduction of pay. They-all sailed 
a short time later in another ship.” 

The Canadian Air Ministry’s views 
that steps should be taken so that 
similar conditions should not recur had 
been put “very strongly before the 
appropriate authorities in London, We 
can at least insist upon a reasonable 
measure of cleanliness and comfort for 
our men. — (Reuter.)

| Trapped in an old store in High 
| street, Waterford, during an outbreak 
of fire, Michael O'Meara. (30), No 7 
Arundel lane, Waterford, a member 
of the L.S.F. section of the A.R.P., 
narrowly missed fatal injuries.

OBITUARY 


ADMIRAL LORD STAFFORD 


Admiral Lord Stafford died suddenly 
on Sunday after a heart attack, aged 
77. He spent forty-six vears in the 
British Navy, retiring in 1923. when 
he was Commander-in-Chief of the Cape 
station. In 1916 he was Admiral of 
Mine-sweepers. Nine years ago he suc- 
ceeded his brother to the barony. The 
barony dates from 1640. Sir William 
Howard, who was created baron and 
Viscount Stafford in that year was 
found guilty of high treason on the 
perjured evidence of Titus Oates, and 
was attainted and beheaded. He was 
subsequently heatified. 

' Lord Stafford was the owner of the 
remains of the historic Shropshire 
Nunnery of the White Ladies, famous 
through its connection with the escape 
of Charles II. after the Battle of Wor- 
cester. He was a bachelor, and is suc- 
ceeded by his 15-year-old nephew, 
Basil Francis Nicholas Fitzherbey. 


MR. W. H. MOORHEAD, D.L. 

The death took place at his residence, 
Derryleckagh House, Darryleckagh, 
Newry, on Sunday of Mr. W. H. B. 
Moorhead, D.L., J.P., after a serious 
operation and an illness of some 
duration. Mr. Moorhead was a director 
of the Great Northern Railway Com- 
pany for several years. He figured 
argely in the commercial, social and 
sporting life of Newry and district. He 
was a Unionist in politics and was 
equally well known and respected 
south. of the border, where he resided 
for many years at Castlebellingham, 
Co. Louth. He was a D.L..and J.P. 
for the County of Down, served for a 
number of years on the Newry Urban 
Council as a Unionist representative, 
and was a member of the Carlingford 
Lough Commission. He was also con- | 
nected with fhe Newry Harriers, and 
took a great interest in the agricultural 
life of the community. 


DR. EDWARD T. DUNDON 

Dr.. Edward T. Dundon, of Borris. 
County Carlow, who died in a Dublin 
hospital recently, was educated at the 
old Catholic University Medical School, 
Dublin, and became a J.icentiate of the 
Royal Colleges of Physicians and 
urgeons in Ireland in 1909. He was 
house physician and surgeon at the 
Richmond Hospital, Dublin, in 1909-10 
later becoming an extern assistant of 
the Coombe Hos ital. While practis- 
ing in County Carlow he was a dis- 
pensary medica] officer, surgeon to the 
Civic Guards, and a certifymg factory 
surgeon. 


MR. EDWARD HAYES 
All meetings of the Irish Union of 
Distributive Workers and Clerks 
arranged for last night were cancelled 
on account of the death on Sunday 
of the President of the Union, Mr. 
Edward Hayes. Mr. Hayes was one ní 
the very early members of the Irish 
Drapers’ Assistants Union, the fore- 
runner of the present Irish Union of 
Distributive Workers and Clerks. He 
been more than forty-one years in 
Dublin, and all that time was in the 
employment of Méssrs. Pim and Co., 
Ltd.. Dublin. He was a delegate to 
the Trades Council, and had acted on 
the Executive of that body. Mr, Hayes 
was a well-known figure on the river at

ISLE OF MAN 


INTERNEES 
PEEL, Monday Night.—The secret of 
how three internees escaped from the 


Peel Camp over a week ago was dis- 
closed to-day. ‘lhey burrowed their 
way through a tunnel from the centre 
of the camp to a field opposite. After 
four days’ freedom they were recaptured 
but refused to tell how they got away. 

A sentry said that he noticed some 
disturbed earth in the field, and when 
further investigation was made it was 
discovered that this was the mouth of 
a tunnel The making of the tunnel 
must have occupied many weeks, and 
the men. canthally distributed the 
excavated earth about the camp. The 
tunnel is now sealed. 

Last night there was fightin 
between the internees in the camp, aad 
early to-day doctors were called in to 
treat the injured. Police officers have 
been busy all day making inquiries, and 
the impression is growing that much 
stronger measures will be taken before 
peace can be brought to this storm 
centre. 

To-day it was announced that visits 
by wives to the camp are to be very 
much curtailed, and relatives will be 
allowed to bring only one weekly parcel, 
which must not exceed 10s. in value.

SYDNEY, Monday.—Showered with 
beach sand, buried in earth, plunged 
into a tank of water, immersed in a 
gluey mess ef thick clay. and mud— 
these were the gruelling official tests 
passed with flying colours by the Owen 
sub-machine gun to-day. When tested 

ainst similar weapons, the Owen was 
the only one to fire automatically under 
all conditions. Military experts de- 
scribed its performance as amazing, 
and one officer declared that he had 
seen ordinary service rifles ‘jam with 
far less sand in Gallipoli far less 
mud in France. The War Minister. 
Mr. Spender, said that if the experts’ 
detailed report was favourable the: 
gun could he put “into production, 
According to. official statements the 
gun is far simpler to construct than 
any proven types of sub-machine gun. 
It is. estimated to cost less than £10 
when it‘ is mass-produced. compared 
with £60 to £70-for.a well-known type
